The French national aasembly Friday rejected the treaty 
providinpr for Gcrmnn rearmament in th« framework of the 
Brussels pact. Tho vote was 280 to 259. The defeat was a 
atunninff surprise of tho eovcrnment of Premier Mendcs- 
France. Tho vote on the first in a aeries of treaties to bring 
West Germany into the western camp came in the pre-dawn 
hourn of an all-nisht session concludinn: four flays of dcbat^.

American diplomatic ofridsls were 
dismayed today over the Flench 
national assembly's reJecUon of the 
western European defense union 
and German rearmament.

Before .is too!c office, Ilatoyami 
aald he saw no reuon why Jspnn 
should not hare belter trade and 
diplomatic relations with Russia and 
Red China. 

Mamoru\ Shlsemlt^u. Hatoyama' 
foreign minister, contlrmed this In a 
policy statAnent after the new cov- 
emment took office. 

Soviet Forelsii Minister Vyaches- 
lar M. Molotov was prompt to take 
advanlaEo of this statement. He 
said Russia was wllllns to nesotlate 
for better relations if Japan was. 

However. Molotov made an hnpor- 
lant qualification. He called atten- 
tion to a Joint policy declaration 
luued after the Russian- Chinese 
Red conference In Pclplnj In Octo- 
ber. ' 

This declaration expressed the 
hope that Japan would "liberate" 
lUelf from "foreign dependence"— 
meaning the close cooperation with 
the United Slatea.

But Russia Is now 
produclnB both atomic and hydroBcn bombs 
In increnslnB numbers, and as It builds a sub- 
stantial stockpile, the numerical difference 
becomes less important by Itself. 

What will count hereafter will not be num- 
bers alone, but nullity of wqapons. and the 
ability to deliver them over the targets. There 
Is some question whether the United States Is 
fldynnclng In these matters as fast as It 

GhOQld. 

For when Ru.wla ha.*; enough bombs to wipe 
out America's Industry and urban centers, to 
be safe wo can act only on the a.^^umptlon 
that the Kremlin might some day try to do 
]ust that. We must anticipate that Soviet 
leaders might attempt a sneak attack design- 
ed to smash not only our Industry but the 
power of our atomic air force to retiiliate with 
crushing blows against Russia. • 

We know we can never start a war, preven- 
tive or otherwise. Our moral principles will 
not permit us that course. Therefore, If 
war is ever to come, it will be the reds who 
■will strike the first blow. 

Consequently, it is plain that our air force, 
and our supply of nuclear weapons, ■ must 
together be strong enough to absorb the 
worst attack the Russians can deliver against 
MS. and then be thrown into gigantic counter' 
assault upon the Soviet Union. 

If we have such a force, and the Russians 
know it, thiA is the best assurance that there 
will be no war. For the men in Moscow would 
know that to launch an attack upon the 
United States would be to bring down on their 
own heads the havoc of ruinous hydrogen 
■warfare. They would not likely choose to 
liquidate their power and, Indeed, their coun- 
try, u. ^- . 

But the critics' of Amerrd4*s "pfescnt air 
force plans say we do not have the kind 
:of force we need, and are not moving to. 
get it. These arc grave charges, for they ob- 
viously involve the whole safety of the na- 

Uon. . . . 

, Wfi cannot slop the Russian.-! from making 
enough nuclear weapons to destroy us. But we 
can produce enough bombs and planes and 
air bases -to make sure that we can counter 
the 'worst they can throw at us.' When the 
■time comes this winter' to discuss money 
.for the air force, our lawmakers and our 
[administration leaders should debate openly 
:and fully whclhcr we are projecting the nec- 
essary strength to achieve that llfe-and- 
dcath objective.

Ai to what ha Icnowa about the 
urgent necessities of foreign policy, 
in contrast to whjtt he has done as 
secretary of state, the record li In 
Duliei' ejccelleat iiool:, "'Var or 
Peace," published In 1850 before 
the communist attack on North 
Kores. It Is not pOiUlble. Dulles said 
In hU book, with the resources avail- 
ablelo build a fornildible and ef- 
fective defense out at a series ol 
polltIcally,^dlstlnct military esUb- 
llshments. Yet. it is a series of 
pollUcahy distinct mlUtary esUb- 
lishments that came out ol the 
London conterence. the results of 
which the secretary hailed In 
Whlta House telecast Mi almost 
better than the rejected ZDO. 

Looking back at the postwar years. 
Dull(i.i' In his book found a "very 
definite shift" in the balance of 
In the world In tsvor ol Bovlet 
communism. 

"We have been concentrating ol- 
most exclusively on preparation tor 
a hot war which may never come,"' 
Dulles wrote In IBM. "Top policy de. 
dslons have been Influenced too 
much by the mltlUry, whoso duty It 
la to think primarily in terms of a 
shooting war. Meanwhile, we can 
lose the "cold" war. There is Im- 
perative need for an over-all strat- 
egy that takes account of all the 
realities, the non-mlUlary as wcU 
as the mUltary." 

Dulles' critics have charged him 
with lack of an over-all strategy. 
IL Is much easier, of course, to pro- 
ject such a strategy when you are 
on the outside free ot the Inhibitions 
that hamper the mm In the office. 

Certainly, no secretary ot stale 
ever has traveled so far and so 
fast as Duties or worked so hard at 
personal diplomacy. lip to Nov. li 
he had flown 170,113 miles. He has 
talked with virtually all the free- 
world statesmen In, the course of 
his travels. 

In a revealing poosage In "War or 
Peace," Dulles describes the tech-., 
nlque of Vyacheslav Mololov. thc'ball. 



Soviet toreIcQ minister, at a meeting 
of the council ot foreign mlnlaten 
In London. Belatlng how UoIotoT 
pUyed oft the represenUUvei ot one 
eountrr acaltist another and blew 
altehiatelr hot and cold, Dulle* 
added: 

"... I have teen la actlcn Ml foe 
great InteniaUonal statesmen el 
this century, beginning with those 
who met %t the Hague peace eon- 
ferjrfce tn 1M7. I have never aeen 
personal diplomatic skill, at so high 
» degree ot pertecUon*ta Mr. MolO' 
iv'a at that Mssion," 
But. In theJJulles account, the 
"sincerity" of the other foreign 
mlnlslen In the end overcame the 
professional artistry ot the Soviet 
delegate, who was pUylng brililluiUy 
the game of deception described 
long ago by the lUUan italesman- 
phlloaopher MachlaveiU. Sometlmej 
It hM aeemed that Dulles hlmsell 
was torn between being the sincere, 
humble man and a MachlaveUl. In a 
democracy the forces of public 
opinion severely handicap the diplo- 
mat who Want* to use the Machls- 
vein an technique. 

He must otWn defer to the emo. 
Uons of the people and, to the 
urgencies of party politics. The 
QUuUon In thq new congress will be 
where and how President Elsenhow- 
er and his secretory of sUte car 
obUIn support tor the admlnlstra' 
tlon policy of peace through p«' 
Uence, strength and resolution. The 
task in the succeeding two years 
would seem to be to consolidate 
those who want lo (ollow the Elsen- 
hower* Dull cs policy. 

This will mean a different nnd 
more earnest form ot bipartisanship 
than has been seen during the past 
two yesrs. The active support of 
Democrats In the concress should 
mean also a greater participation 
In the tormulaUoti ot policy and 
not merely consultation after ma- 
jor decisions have been taken, II 
also should mean a sharing ot ie< 
sponslblllty as was done under Pres- 
ident Truman and Dean Acheson 
when Dulles i-ss almost constantly, 
for seven years, tn active adviser 
and a delegate to one International 
conference after another. 

Jn Uie last analysis It Is not the 
..lan who shapes the office bi^t 
rather the harsli realities ot t revo- 
lutionary time that dIcUte to the 
Individual trying to guide America 
world affairs. This should Induce 
the very lei-U a IjlUe sympathy 
and understanding tor a secretary 
it state, whether hU name happens 
o be Acheson or Dulles,
